he is the motivator on the team. The 
other players see how hard he plays all 
the time and it serves as a motivator," 
Mohun said. 

"Rodney is a leader on the team, 
but he will be the first to tell you that the 
Bucs are not a one man team," Shelton 
Coordinator of Athletics Susan Mohun 
said. And he was. When asked if Shel- 
ton was a one-man team, Bias replied 
emphatically "No! We've got way too 
many weapons for that." 

Bias finished high school in 
Livingston in 1997 but was a few credits 
short of eligibility. He had to stay home 
and straighten out his academic situation 
to be eligible to play. Many coaches 
gave up on him, but the Mohuns did not. 
Coach Mohun would periodically check 
up on him and even brought him to the 
campus several times. Bias was anxious 
to play during his time off, but he knew 
where his priorities were. 

"Jeff State offered me a scholar- 
ship, but that was too far away for my 
family to come to the games," Bias said. 
"Plus I wanted to play for Coach Mohun." 

Bias leads the nation in rebounds 
per game with an 1 8.2 average and aver- 
ages 20.7 points per game, good enough 
for fourth in the state. These stats, along 
with his 6' 10", 225-pound frame are not 
the only reasons Bias is being heavily 
recruited by many major universities in- 
cluding Georgia, Arkansas, Alabama and 
Louisville. 

"Rodney is a hard worker on the 
court and in the classroom, pleasant to be 
around and is as close to being a coach on 
the floor as you can get," Susan Mohun 
said. 'These recruiters are noticing that ." 

Bias has not made any decisions 
about where he will continue his playing 
career and will take all of his official 
visits after the season. 

Bias, along with Ulysses "Spanky" 
Jenkins and Derrick "Smooth" Wright 
were honored on Sophomore night on 
Saturday Feb. 24 as the Bucs faced Bevill- 
Fayette. 

"Sophomore night is real special," 
Bias said before the game. "It's the last

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My family tells a tale of the Intimidator

When Dale Earnhardt died 
the other day, I felt just like 
millions of others across the na- 
tion: shocked. I am only a casual 
race fan now, but as a native of 
Talladega born on race day I've 
been encouraged to follow the 
sport, so I knew about Earnhardt. 
And 1 think I know what he 
means to the fans. 

To millions of fans. 
Earnhardt was the Intimidator. 
but to the ones who knew him he 
was, well, an Intimidator with a- 
heart. My dad knew him a little 
bit and my uncle knew him pretty 
well. This is the story they tell: 

John Ray from Eastaboga, 
Ala., a former race-car driver, 
was a dear friend of Dale 
Earnhardt's. In 1 976, John Ray 
gave Earnhardt a car to race in 
Atlanta. Earnhardt wrecked the 
car. He had no way to pay Ray 
back. I guess you could say he 



owed him one. 

In 1 988, Ray returned to 
racing as an owner. At the Area 
Race in Talladega my uncle, 
JamesCline,wasdrivingforRay. 
Ray had leased the race-car, and 
Earnhardt gave the motor to Ray. 
Earnhardt often helped Ray. 
since he had once helped him. 

My uncle wrecked on the 
backstretch of the Talladega 
Super Speedway, but no major 
damage was done. Taking pre- 
cautions, he climbed out of the 
car and went to the infield care 
center in an ambulance. 

Uncle James was sitting in 
the garage whi le about 20 people 
interviewed him. My dad. 
Tommy Wallace, stood back and 
listened. Earnhardt walked over 
to my dad and asked if Cline was 
his crazy brother-in-law. My 
father' proudly said yes. 
Earnhardt approached my uncle 
and said. "James, what's 



wrong?" 



He replied, "Nothing." 

Earnhardt said, "Well, why 
didn't you keep going? The car 
will still-run, won't it?" 

Uncle James said, "Well, 
they told me in the drivers' meet- 
ing this morning that if the car 
comes to a complete stop I miM 
get out and go to the care cen- 
ter." 

Earnhardt said, "They've 
told me that for the past 20 years. 
But if thecar will run, bring it in, 
get some tires and get back out 
there!" 

My uncle didn't race in the 
big time very much after that. I 
guess you could even say he got 
a little intimidated by the Intimi- 
dator. He continued to admire 
Earnhardt, though. Uncle James 
said after Earnhardt's death: "He 
came to the top pretty much on 
his own. He had a few breaks, 
but not many. I knew right off he 
was a natural born race-car 
driver."

from Alabama and Mississippi 

came to the Shelton campus to 
explain what you need to ac- 
complish in order to transfer to 
iheil colleges, 

Corrie Harris from the Mis- 
sissippi Slate campus said. The 
first thing you need to do when 

deciding where you are going to 
would he to explore all of 
our opt ions ;hhI don't put all of 
your eggs in one basket. Then 
look to see if the college you are 
looking at has anything you are 
interested in." 

Most colleges, including 
the University of Alabama. Mis- 
sissippi Stale University, and the 
University of Alabama at Hunts- 
ville. require students to have a 
GPA of 2.0 at Shelton State in 
order to transfer. 

Auburn University at 
Montgomery doesn't have a cer- 
tain GPA that is required, al- 



though if students have below a 
2.0 they will be placed in the 
provisional section of the school 
which means they will be on 
probation and will deal with 
separate advisors. The purpose 
of these advisors will be so that 
the students will have a "one on 
one'* relationship with their ad- 
visors, said representative 
Ronnie McKinnley. 

Auburn University, how- 
ever, requires all transfer stu- 
dents to have a GPA of 2.5 w ith 
their entire core done and also 
have to have Math 112 or its 

equivalent .winch is Algebra ami 
Trigonometry. 

The mam thing is that ev- 
ery college representation said 
students should get their appli- 
cations in as early as possible. 
This way students are able to 
apply for scholarships and fi- 
nancial aid early on and arc able 
to get these before they run out. 

The easiest way to get an 
application would be to down- 
load one of the college's on-line 
address. Students can also call 
the university, so they can mail 
students the application. Stu- 
dentscanthen fill out and return 
it. 



Most colleges also re- 
quire students to send in an 

application. Mostcollegesalso 
require students to send an ap- 
plication fee of $25. When 
sending applications, students 
also need to get their transcripts 
sent along. The admissions 
ot ! ice at Shelton will send these 
to the college you choose.
